5 What is claimed is : 

1. A ball for ball game having an outer circumferential 
stripe grooved or protruded thereon in such a fashion as to be 
continuously formed along the maximum circumference thereof.

2. The ball for ball game according to claim 1, wherein the 
outer circumferential stripe is formed by a plurality of grooves 
or a plurality of protrusions formed on the surface of the ball, 
or a group of outer circumferential stripes consisting of a 

15 plurality of grooves and a plurality of protrusions formed on the 
ball. 
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3. The ball for ball game according to claim 1 or 2, wherein 
a suitable shaped groove or/and protrusion is/are arranged point- 
20 symmetrically with respect to the outer circumferential stripe or 
the outer circumferential gripe group on the outer 
circumferential surface of the ball. 
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
